NOTES FROM SHLANTUNG. 

(From Our Own Corrapondent.) 
} "Among the northern provinces of the 
empire, Shantung undoubtedly ranks first in 
the density of ‘its . population, Perhaps 
half of the province is mom or leas moun- 
tainous, but on the broad plains there must 
be auywheru from five Inindred to two 
thousand or So persons to the aquare mile. 
Thoso estimates are not simply wild guesses, 
but are arrived at by taking small detinita 
areas of fairly wall known population, and 
empluying thom as 8 unit of multiplication, 

‘Every village hus somo fanilics who own 
ne land stall, In the case of those who 
hava a regular business, even if it be a 
amall one, land is no more necessary than 
for people of the same class in: other coun- 
tries. hore is in every region & little 
army of craftamen, such a9 masons, carpon- 
ters, blacksmiths, tinkors and the like. 
The flutter are almost all from the Chang 
Chtiu district, and have rules of their own. 
Trade-unions oxlatin the germ, and even 
in thaye kinds of work wher a bright. pupil 
could Joarn in a few months all thut a maa- 
tor could toach him in a lifetime, it is stil] 
necessary to take the full tlree years’ ap- 
prenticeship, with little chinoo of being 
able to set up for onesolfat one end of that 
time. When the young apprentice ia at 
last free, and gets into work, the boas hag

This viow and the 
uniform procedure based-upon it have beon 
for milleniumas the curse of China,

Tho wife may know how t \eave cotton 
cloth, bat this implies a luon—one of those 
clumsy old things invented ages ago and 
apparently never improved upon, Weaving 
is hard and exhausting work, and as tho 
loom must. often bo used in, conjunction 
with another family, one uses it by day, 
and another by night. There are ‘ weaving 
cellars’ in nearing every villesge, more 


pita, with paper windewo slapting on the 


south side, like crude hot-houses for 
plants. These places are cold in winter 
and hot in summer and damp all the your 
round. They sometimes hold a great many 
looms,—a primitive cloth factory. When- 
aver thore is a bad year the loom has to be 
sold to. buy food, for ‘whon the firo has 
got to your eys-brows one must attend only 
to what is imiiediately befora one.’ When 
tho loom is onco gone, the aight of despair 
settles down, * If you cannot catch up in 
one step, you can’t catch up in an hundred 


steps,’ and this is the condensed biography. 


of qillions of Chinesa.. They wera born of 
the Mencian doctrine, ahd they starve on 
the same, and are duly buried and [pid to 
the only rest they ever know, to be followed 
by posterity which will repeat the same 
dreary round. 

Tn country distriats, aside from refugean 
liable to appear at any tima and in eny num- 
bers, there are not many beggars. These 
desperately poor do not beg, and no one 
would ‘give them anything if they did, 
Thoy just ‘muddle,’ They live ‘at 4 poor 
dying rate,’ or rather they barely exist. 

But there comes a time when there isa 
gleam of hope for them. -‘‘Vhen it rains 
puddings hold up your dish’ The wheat 
and tha autumn harvests are for tho--poor 
Chinese tho times of pudding raining, All 
the year through the children have been 
sent out with rakes and with baskets to 
gather fuel or manure, ‘Tho habit of pick- 
ing up a living is thus ingrained, There ig 
not fuol enough grown in any one’ region 
for the ordinary uses of ita people. Brick- 
kilns ond repairs’ on river banks ase. up 
mountaing of sorghum stalka which ought 
to help to cook meals. Little by little 
K‘sipting soft coal seoma to be creeping in 
to supplement this lack, and it is now used 
for kilns ta some extent. But this does not 
meot the root trouble of too many mouths 
to the square inch, ats 

‘We have spoken of the great riambors of 
poople who get their living by weaving. 
But there is a far largor number who earn 
@ trifle-by spinning, which takes little 
‘capital, atid so brings in but a little profit. 
In certain states of the mirket they: aay, 
that, after spinning s number of catties of 
cotton into thread, it can only be old at 
tho local marketa for about the criginal 
cost, leaving no margin for the food of the 
spinner." ° 

To what theso. cingular results are due, 
the poor Chinese peasant hea not the least 
iden.” He only knows thejpfienomena, and 
hot much of them. 

Tho few who are euffdently in tauch 
with foreigners to read the'Chinewe jour 
nals, or to hear their coutants, have ba- 
come more or less aivare thit. cattan yarn 
from, somewhere is: helng introdased. into

havo never heard of Bombay or of Japan, | 
but dint allusions to Shanghai may have | 


deen crossed their intollectual penumbra, 


and thoy. have dislinctly heard it rumoured | 


that something in the cotton businees is 
doing and to be done in Tientsin. 

The same state of things holds in the 
cloth market as in that for thread, for thoy 
are corelated. Complaints ure heard in 
the great, cotton districts that merchants 
no longer come to purchase ini such numbers 
as they uscd todo. Why, nobody steps to 
inquire. In good years the small merchants 
who buy cotton and ‘ bow’ it, that ig anap 
it on a taut string to loosen it up, can make 
enough in threo months to support their 
families tho rest of the year. But of late 
yeara they complain that it ia no longer 
possible to do this, Foreign cloth has in- 
vaded and is invading the markets, - A great 
economic revolution ia about to begin, 
which will disturb the social habite of mil- 
lions of people, most of whom will nover 
know what has struck them. 

It is observable that of late ycurs thoxso 
who have the opportunity to do so like to 
send Shantung ‘cloth a thousand G—by 
wator—to T‘ung Chou and Poking to have 
it dyed. When wo inquire why they do not 
havo this done near home, since every large 
market-town has dyc-shops, they will tell 
you that the dyestuffs now are not good, 
and the cloth fades, The dyers uso ‘ for- 
eign coloring matter ' (aniline dyes) becauae 
they sro cheaper. But they do not wear 
like native indigo ; yet who knows but the 
latter, too, raay be displaced ? 

In these modern days the obscureat rural 
Chinese is engaged in an invisible competi- 
tion with thousands of human: beings in 
lands of whick he never heard. The result 
to the Chinese comes in the form of diluted 
starvation. To the foreign merchant it 
takes the form of ‘ progress.’

SINGAPORE. 


IKABTERS AND MATHS. —INOREABES OF 
Z SALARY, 
Singapore, Sopt. 14. 

In conversation, this morning, with the 
enptain of one of the Straita Steamship 
Company's stermérs, & representative of 
the Streéts Times was informed that the 
Straits Company have just granted aub- 
stantial increaxes of sulary to the mnstats 
and mates enguged on their steumers. 
Masters, hithorto drawing a salary of $150 
fer month, will receive, in the form 
of a six-monthly bonus, an addition of 
$300, or, in othor words, what amounts 
fo a monthly increase of , $60, Mates 
are to receive $100 per month—an in- 
crease of $16—and also o six-monthly bonus 
of $00—a furthor increaae of $15 pormonth, 
Second mates will get a rise of $10, bring- 
ing their salaries to $76 per month, and 
also s bonus of $6. per month, Theso in- 
creases, ibis stated, will bring up the salaries 


‘policy to send steamers to 


rof the officers of the Straits Company to 
thasy received by officcra employed on tho 
Bluc Funnel steamers sailing out of this 
port, This haa heen, it is said, in con- 
templation for soma. little time, 

Daring tho last few days, a number of 
the masters and mates sailing out of the 
port have approached various shipownorsa 
with a view to obtaining inercases. Messra 
Tah Kita Tian and Co. strte, this morning, 
that they will bo prepared to pay to their 
mates the samo wages as are givon by the 
Straits Steamship Company, so that the 
matea employed by this Company may look 
for an immediate rive. On the other hand, 
Measra Tan Kin Tan and Co. do not pro- 
pose to inerease the salaries of their cap- 
tains, which they consider arc already suf- 
ficient, These range from $200 to $150, 
according to the class of steamer, 

Mossts Wee Bin and Co. have agreed to 
givo the following increased rates of pay : 
SL75 and $150 for captains—two classes of 
steamera—an advince of 825; $100 for 
mates, an increase of ten dollars ; and 876 
for secufd matos, an increase of 316. 

THE MARINE ENGINEERS” STRIME, 

The negotiations between the Murine 
Engineers’ Axsociition and Messrs Wee 
Bin and Co., regarding the inereased rates 
of pay for the engineers on that Company’s 
steamers, have reuched a deadlock, Messrs 


Wee Bin & Co., while granting the increases 
on, their larger vessels, demur to paying tho 
amall coasting steamors. The firm state that 
these small steamets only carry an engineer, 
with a second engineer's certificate, and 
adriver, and thay’ sfeardinaly dastina, to 
grant more than a ten per cent. advance, 
from $150 to $165. The ongineers, or the 
other hand, hold out for the full terms, 
and, in consequgnce, the firm. have laid up, 
and_are stated to be determined to continue 
to lay up, four of the steamers in question, 
They arethe Hong Wan, the Pakan, the 
Bengkalia, and the Kiun Ann, These 
ateamérs, Messrs. Wee Bin and.

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THE ART OF CONVERSATION, 


the art of convorsation, like that of the 
hi forms of public spoaking, gives euch 
indubitable signs of bogoming one of the 
lost arts, if it has not already dono so, that 
the genial interposition, of Mr James.Payn 
who has been writing on the subject in the 
Nineteenth Century is not likely to seriously 
arrest the process. The loss is one of the 
many things that are to be pat down to the 
account. of the rapid diffusion. of news 
and comment by the newspaper. press, 
combined with the ever-increasing hurry 
of an ago whose imporious demands leave 
little time forthe cultivation of the politer 
and more leisuroly arte. By conversation 
in this sense, of course, ia meant the thing 
aa ‘the conversationalists known to litera- 
ture practised it, sinco for ordinary pur- 
poses we manage to keep up communica- 
tion with each other satisfactorily enough. 
But the elomentary exercise which sufficos 
for this utilitarian purpose beara sa Lit- 
ttle relation to the art of conversation 
in its higher forms as tho piping of a 
reslistic Arcadian shepherd might to a 
sonata of Beethoven. When  nearl: 
everything that is to be ssid about eac 
new thing is practically ssid in print 
at the same moment that the fact becomes 
known there ix very little loft in the shape 
‘of matorial to whet the conversational fac- 
ulty. Things were not so in the oldor time, 
when social interecurse and not newspapers 
formed the medium fer the interchange of 
information and ideas, and s man or woran 
with a gift that way had abundenttimo and 
opportunity to brighten and polish that ra- 
pier of apecch which, indeed, was nevor auf- 
fered to rust for want of exercise, Distine- 
tion in the art of conversation ia held’ by 
some competent judges, even among those. 
whose judgment is not liable. to, deflection 
by a tur for fatuous sarcasm, to bo 
characteristicnlly a feminine grace, since 
tha quicker perceptions and lighter move- 
ment of the fominine mind are apter to catch 
the fleeting lighta on the surfaces and facets 
of things. ‘There have besn fumous men- 
talkers, to bo sure, by tho score—witty and 
brilliant individuals whose nimble wits and 
ready speech have redeemed their.sex from 
reproach on this head. But somehow we 
insensibly associate the best devalopments 
of the art of conversation with the pre- 


_ }sonce of women, who lend its evanescent 


charm comething of their own delightful 
quality, and unconsciously inspire if they 
do not iead it. *. 
There are talkers and talkers, some of 
them mere monologuista—and in this con- 
nection the Lemptation is almoat irresistible 
to quote what De Quincey in his subtly 
humorous way said about his friend 
Coleridge ;—some of theur dictstorial ty- 
ranta of conversation —like Dr Johnson in 
his coffee-huase, or at Mrs Thrale’s tea- 
| table ; some agreeable rattles of inon, like 
the witty Earl of Rochester,.’with the 
_ | sting of surcasm or satire never fer behind 
‘1 the rattle ; and some, like Sydney Smith 
and others of his Rind, racy with the 
vivacity and “-cmental alertness which 
ndd so much to the offpctiveness of 
ripe judgment. But to find tho art 
of convorsation at its best, to see 
it at its grand climacteric, not to say 
its apotheosis, we must go back to the 
salons of Parisian society in the last century, 
when. the wit and fashion of old France 
deserted. the Court to scintillate like 
lesser stars round somo quecn-regnant 
of. polita society moving, 94 an admirer 
of one of them rather finely said, like 
the moon through an autumn night: ‘They 
were a World apart, those salons, where 
one lived by esprit, as a luminary of 
. fone of them remarked. Th¢ women of that 
asy, of whom Voltaire said thatthe decline 
oftheir beauty only served toreveal the dawn 
of their intellect, still smile with Pomps- 
donr faces at a duller generation out of old 
ictures, from the voluminous folds of the 
Traperies with which the painters of the 
time loved to crowd their canvases ; but the 
race ik as extinct as the unanalysable 
essence of that conversational charm. of 
theirs which has become but'a legend 
a tradition. Literary men, abbés, philoso- 
phers, courtiers, poets, crowded their 
receptions, talking of everything, from 
economics and the rights of man to 
the latest poem or epigram, debating with 
equal interest and their unquenchable 
verve the latest development of the new 
philosophy or the most recent fashion in 
ress. They had but one fault, these 
dames of the salon, since, as someone 
‘remarked of Madame du Chatelet, they 
tyrannically insisted.on talking metaphysics 
when their admirers would have preferred 
to turn the discourse to a tenderer aubject ; 
but wo have Diderot’s word for it that 
they contrived to keep the game afoot 
and msko conversation about everything 
sround them—of death and life, of space 
and time, of God and king, and whatever 
else occupied men’s minds on that porten- 
tous eve of charge. 
Thess people cultivated conversation aa 
a fine ert, and at a time and in acondition 
of aotisty whon the success of a man of 
woman in life depended almost entirely on 
his or her social gifts it was an art not to 


be neglected. Clever women, whoso aim’ 


in life was expressed in the desire to please,

JAPANESE SWIMMERS. \ 


In tho cauzse of nome ‘Sport Notes’ the j 
Yorod:u Choho haa the following : : 

‘Every year, during the two months 
in summer, several: gymnasiums, where 
swimming is’ taught, are established along 
the banks of the Hiver Sumida. At one 
of these catablishments, the other day we 
witae! the awimming feats of the 
students. Mr Y. Takahashi, s atudent of 
the University, swam across the.river jue 
one hundred times without reat. e 
breadth of tha river is about two .cho at 
Jeast, so that the entire distance covered 
by him, which ho accompished in about siz 
hours, is five ri and a half (about fourteen 
miles). In tho contest for fast swimming, 
Mr M. Mizoguchi, a. student of the First 
Higher School, won the race by swimming 
across the river in 1 min 67 sece.. A for- 
eign exchange reports Percy, Cavil, of Syd. 
ney, won the } mile amateur championship 
on July 3rd in 16 mins. 26'secs. Now 
Mr. Mizoguchi, who swam two cho 
in less than 10 mins. will easily cover 
$ mile in less than 10 mins. . The Au- 
ntralisn champion will fall’ far behind 
him. ‘The samé paper reports, Poter S 
MacNally, of Bosten, who says he is the 
champion long-distance swimmor of 
America, is at Dover, (on July 14th) pro: 
paring to swim across the English Chan- 
nel to Calais, o feat that thus far hos been 
accomplished by only: ona, Captain Webb. 
The longest distance MacNally has hitherto 
covered is 23 miles in fresh water. “He 
expects te cover the distance (26 statute 
miles in’ from 16 to 20-houra, Sesin; 
that an amateur student swimmer cover 
in fresh wator the distance of 14 miles: in 
6 hours, we believe, there area dozen men 
in this country who can easily accomplish 
tho said feat.”

DENMARK AND SIAM. 
NARROW ESCAPE OF KING CHRISTIAN 


A Copanhagen correspondent of the In- 

ddpendence Belge writes :-~— 
- ‘The King’of Sism left this evening after 
having passed four days in Denmark. The 
object of his Majesty’s visit was first of all 
to thank tho Danish Court for ita kindness 
to hia son, now in the military: college. 
The King’s reception was splendid. 

Beforo leaving Chalalongkern gave ao 
number of very artistic gold presents to 
King Christian and numerous. members of 
his Court, among other presents handed 
the Danish monarch was a magnificent sabre 
with hilt mounted in diamonds, The pre- 
sents given by the Siamese visitor sre 
estimated at 500,000 francs. His Majesty 
cas greatly interested in tho Danish na- 
tional productions and visited several vory 
large manufactories, among others the huge 
‘ brasserie’ of Ny Carlsbery whero he was 
received by Mr Corl Jacobsen, its famous 
proprietor. 

Before his voyage to Europe the King of 
Siam held long conferenées, continues the 
corréspondent, with his brother, Prince 
Sevasti, who pave him a great deal of ad- 
vice on how to act while on tour in Europe. 
Prince Sevasti has long resided in London, 
and it was this Siamese Prince who dis- 
auaded the King from briaging his harom 
to Europe and of offering young girls as 
presents to his royal hosts! The first idea 
of the King was to give half a dozen young 
girls to King Christian of Denmark! 
Nevertheless, the advice of Prince Sevasti 
has not prevented the Siamese monarch 
from bringing with him his two favourites 
disguised as pages. On hoard the Maha- 
chackri they are ranked as captains and are 
presented at Court us pages-of honour !
